After many postponements the con- 


spiracy cases against J">r. Underwood 
and 3. K. Sheridan came up for trial 
in tbe District Coart yesterday morn- 
ing. 
Tbe 
defendants 
••appeared 


calm and serene, but slowed signs of 
incarceration. 
A large number of 


people were pr««>eut to hear the trial 
and they listened with rapt attention 
t« tbe various witnesses who took the 
stand to tell what they knew of the 
supposed conspirators. 
Among tbe 


number were .noticed Miss Kate Field, 
Minister Cooper, 
Attorney-General 


Smith and Consul Mills. Both defen- 
dants pleaded not guilty to tbe charge 
as read. 


Paul Neumann was tfee first witness 


to take tbe island. He told of Dr. Un- 
derwood calling at his office on Dec. 1 
and of how 'he had talked of the colo- 
nization of tbe island of Lanai as a 
sebeme-w0?tby-of conaidsnrtiea.- 
did not take much stock in the 
vagaries of tbe gentleman, but listen- 
ed in respectful silence. Dr. Under- 
food expressed a desire to see Mr. 
layseldemof Lanai. For his part 
Underwood could not see why a colo- 
nization scheme with Lanai as the 
center could not be carried out socces- 
ully. He bad been the head of a 
uccessfcl movement of tbe kind in 
uatemala. 
Dr. Underwood called at Mr. Neu- 


mann's residence a few days later and 
uqulred for Mr. Hayselden. 
An ap- 


>oiutm«Dt was made with him and 
lis friend Sheridan for the next morn- 
ng. Dr. Underwood stated tbat there 
was a sporting syndicate in the States 
bat wanted very much to get bold of 
tbe island of Lanai for the purpose-of 
turning it into a Monte Carlo, where 
races, prize flgbts, lotteries and the 
like couHd be carried on. 
Dr. Under- 


wood said a concession would be ask- 
ed for at the hands of the queen, 
should cbe b« restored. 
Arms could 


be landed ou Oabu and a march made 
upou tbe city of Honolulu. There 
were 150Q men at Hilo who stood 
ready to subjugate the other islands. 
The sporting men would advance the 
money if tbe queen would grant the 
concession. 
Lanajl was to be used as 
tbe base of operations. The conversa- 
tion of the men was rather vague and 
expressed nutning definite. No ques- 
tions were asked. What they said 
was done voluntarih.

After an eventful voyage of twenty- 


one days from Yokohama, the U. S. S. 
Baltimore dropped anchor in naval 
row Monday at 1 p m. The cruiser 
left Yokohama on the 3d, and when 
three days out struck one of the most 
terrific gales ever encountered at sea. 
Although the warship labored hard 
and was tossed like a cork on the 
waves rolling mountain high, she 
managed to pass through the storm 
with but little damage. Another, and 
if anything, a harder blow was en- 
countered, which kept up for six full 
days. The ship behaved well under 
ttoe steady blow, but at times it seem- 
ed almost impossible to weather the 
storm. The men were kept at their 
posts constantly and performed much 
hard work without the least com- 
plaint 
Captain Day and the officers

"tion, and upon arrival here presented

The Baltimore presented a some- 


what battered appearance, with her 
boat smashed*, rigging torn, and other 
evidences of having passed through a 
critical selge.

The Hawaiian Problem.

law was forthwith pfbolaimed and 
numerous arrests were made of per- 
sons suspected of being in sympathy 


spicuous for what it does not contain. 
It has only a passing reference to the 
Cuban neutrality laws, nothing upon 
the Nicaragua caual, and a few worda 
about Thurston disposes of Hawaii. 
His financial idiosyncrasies are not 
new.

was anticipated. Mr. Cleveland is 
a success in one direction. He brings 
ill health to everything he has any- 
thing to do with.

the minute details of the interior 
of the house, as seems to be well 
proven by his method of procedure. 


Entering an alley which led to 


the rear of the premises, he obtain- 
ed a large chopping knife from the 
next house, and, walking to the 
back 
entrance of the 
boarding 


house, removed a slat, put his hand 
through, unlocked the door and 
found himself in the kitchen. 
He 


then walked to the bed-room of 
Nacayama, the hotel-keeper, who, 
with his wife, was sleeping sound- 
ly. 
The door was locked, but 


again having recourse to the knife 
the door was opened from the in- 
side and the midnight prowler 
walked in. A dim light was burn- 
ing on a chair and near it stood 
a flask of whiskey.

He spread the papers 
out ou the kitchen table, and, find- 
ing them of no value to him, left 
them scattered about the place. As 
he was pocketing the money, Naca- 
yama awoke and, becoming alarmed 
made a break for the door, receiv- 
ing only a severe bump in the nose 
for his trouble. 
By the time he 


reached the kitchen Ah Loy was 
climbing various and sundry fen- 
ces, in what direction Nacayama 
had no means of telling. 


Dectective Kapaa got to work 


immediately after the matter was 
reported to him on Monday, and 
after taking a calm survey of the 
thiefs plan of action, he located 
his man, made a few inquiries 
nabbed him, and, through clever 
manipulation, obtained from Ah 
Loy most of the money which he 
had taken, together with a confes- 
sion of the crime which will assist 
materially in landing him behind 
prison walls. 


Ah Loy is a small, puny China- 


man, but " For ways that are dark 
and tricks that are vain," he takes 
the prize. His arrest does not seem 
io trouble him in the least, and he 
spent all day yesterday napping 
on a bench in the station house 
yard.

When 
that point-was reached it was deemed 
advisable on account of the hazy 
weather, that a small boat in charge 
of Marshal Brown, Deputy Stieldon 
and the police should pull along aud 
close in to shore, while the tug fol- 
lowed furtb'er out. All lights were 
ordered out and strict silence demand- 
ed. After searching for about three 
hours a light was seen, tbe tug stop- 
ped and soon Sheldon came alongside 
and reported tbat Marshal Brown was 
in charge of the schooner, whicb was 
anchored very close in to shore, less 
than a distance of a quarter of a mile. 


Deputy Collector McStocker, Sur-

Government advices by the Mo- 


no wai are to the effect that F. M. 
Hatch arrived at Washington on 
November 29th and was received 
by President Cleveland on'the 4th 
inst. In presenting his credentials 
to the President, Mr. Hatch made 
the following remarks: 


MB. PRESIDENT :—I have the honor 


to band you a letter written by the 
President of the Republic of Hawaii 
accrediting me to you in the capacity 
of Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary for Hawaii. 
I have been charged to express to 
yon the feelings of profound respect 
and attachment felt by the Hawaiian 
Government and people toward the 
institutions of your country, and to 
assure you of the good wishes enter- 
tained by them for your own con- 
tinued prosperity. 
I am further instructed by every 


means in my power to seek to pre- 
serve and draw closer the bonds o( 
amity which have so long united the 
United States and Hawaii in friendly 
and cordial intercourse. In perform- 
ing this duty I shall endeavor, sir, ID 
all matters to act in a manner which 
may prove acceptable to your govern- 
ment. 


The President's Reply. 


The sentiments of goodwill you 
express in behalf of your Government 
and people are most gratifying and 
finds a cordial response in the feeling 
of my countrymen and- their govern- 
ment. You may be assured, Mr. Min- 
ister, of the earnestness with which I 
and my associates in government will 
respond to all endeavors on your part 
to promote the amity existing be- 
tween the two countries; while for 
yourself I bespeak no less agreeable 
personal associations in both public 
and private life than have been in- 
variably enjoyed by your predecessor. 


Hon. Wf R. Castle, the retiring 


representative of the Hawaiian Re- 
public, then presented his letter of 
recall in these words : 


MR. PRESIDENT :—In presenting

I trust 
that your short Bojouru here, with its 
official and social connection** and 
associations, may never cease to oe a 
source of agreeable recollection.

by the Alameda, leaving San Fran- 
cisco on January 9th. 


SEATTLE, Dec. o.— The Hawaiian 


Government has information disclos- 
ing beyond a doubt a scheme to 
organize another big filibustering ex- 
pedition on the Pacific. Charles T. 
Wilder, Hawaiian Consul-General of 
the States of California, Oregon, Ne- 
vada and Washington, has been on 
Puget Sound for a week making in 
vestigatlons. He left Seattle yester- 
day, having been summoned by wire 
to return to San Francisco at once. 
While north he visited Tacoma, Port 
Townsend, Vancouver, Victoria and 
other cities on the Sound, consalting 
maps and charts and gathering in- 
formation and knowledge of the North 
Pacific Coast. Wilder, who is accom- 
panied by Lieutenant-Colonel Fisher 
of the Hawaiian army, denied him- 
self to newspaper men, and upon leav- 
ing gave the local Hawaiian Consul 
explicit orders to disclose nothing 
concerning bis mission.

PROPOSED HAWAIIAN CABLE. 


Senator Hale Will Push a Measure for 


Its Construction. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 5.—A special to a 
local paper says: Senator Male's pro- 
ject, which had its origin at the last 
session, for the establishment of a 
cable line between this country and 
Hawaii, under government control, is 
to be pushed onward again this win- 
ter, and, it Is believed, with a chance 
of success. 
The original proposition passed the 


Senate in the consular and diplomatic 
bill, but was left out in the House on 
account of the president's animosity, 
a sentiment that developed, it Is al- 
leged, out of the criticism passed upon 
the executive in connection with the 
Hawaiian situation. 
Senator Hale 
has prepared a new bill, which be will 
introduce at an early date. It is learn- 
ed that tbe Hawaiian Government, 
desirous of tbe establishment of this 
cable connection, has guaranteed a 
subsidy of $40,000 a year. This makes 
the prospect of enacting a new meas- 
ure More favorable than ever. 


It is the determination of the friends 


of the movement that this govern- 
ment shall absolutely control the pro 
ject, bat owing to tbe subsidy granted 
by the islands the scope of the bill 
will be modified in such a way as to 
provide for a subsidized line not built 
by tbe government, but at the dis- 
position of the United States at both 
ends. 
^ 


Hawaiian Minister Received. 


WASHINGTON, 'Dec. 4.—William 
R. Castle today presented to the Pre- 
sident his letter of recall as Hawaiian 
Minister 10 tbe United States and Mr. 
Francis M. Hatch, bis successor, was 
formally 
introduced to President 


Cleveland. 
The ceremony, which 


was very simple, took place in the 
Blue room of the White House. 
Mr, 


Castle and Mr. Hatch were accom- 
panied by Secretary Olney.
